Jacko estate cashing in

LOS ANGELES The money is rolling in. The bills are 
being paid. And all those people who said Michael 
Jackson might earn more in death than in life are be- 
ing proved right. 

Like the estates of Elvis Presley and Yves Saint 
Laurent, Jackson’s has grown immensely since he 
died June 25, 2009. 

Without Jackson’s lavish spending sprees, and 
with the help of new revenue pouring in from nostal- 
gia for the reign of the King of Pop, estate co-exec- 
utors John Branca and John McClain have dramati- 
cally turned around Jackson’s finances. 

Akingdom that was on the verge of collapse from 
more than $500 million in debt now looks to be able 
to support his three children and his mother and do- 
nate healthily to children’s charities. 

The estate has earned more than $250 million in 
the year since he died. Executors used some of that 


to pay off $70 million in debt, including the $5 mil- 
lion mortgage on the Jackson family compound in 
Encino, part of L.A. The interest payments on the 
remaining debt now are covered by a steady flow of 
cash. 

“They’re off to a spectacularly good start,” said 
Lance Grode, a former Jackson lawyer and adjunct 
professor at the University of Southern California 
Law School. He added, however, “there’s a long way 
to go before they pay off all of their debts.” 

According to co-executor Branca, Jackson’s long- 
time lawyer and business manager, the new deals fol- 
low a script the two set out shortly before the singer 
died. 

“When I met with him before he died we went 
through an agenda. John [McClain] and I are re- 
ally executing on that,” Branca told The Associated 
Press. “We’re doing the things we think Michael 
would have wanted.”

My special day 
as Don Draper 


The two most common questions I get asked when I tell people I am 
a creative director at an ad agency in Chicago are: “Which Super Bowl 
commercial have you done?” and “Are you like Don Draper in ‘Mad 
Men’?” Throughout three seasons of the detail-obsessed, ground- 
breaking show on AMC, nostalgic viewers have lived through ups and 
downs and destroyed lives and livers, while getting a look at the inner 
workings of the ad biz in the early 1960s.

Rolling Stone article depicting U.S. top brass in Afghanistan 
as critical of Obama administration ignites political firestorm

Who wasn’t talking Tuesday about the 
Rolling Stone article in which the top US. 
general in Afghanistan was featured along- 
side comments mocking top officials in 
President Obama’s administration? 

Obama said Tuesday that he had yet to de- 
cide whether to fire Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal, who showed “poor judgment” in the 
article, slated to hit newsstands Friday. The 
US. and NATO commander and architect 
of Obama’s war strategy was summoned to 
Washington to explain his “enormous mis- 
take” to the president Wednesday, the White 
House said. 

The article, divided in six parts in its 
online presentation, paints a picture of 
McChrystal and his circle as at odds with the 
Obama administration and uses blunt words 
to describe the perceived rift. 

“Team McChrystal likes to talk [bleep] 
about many of Obama’s top people on the 
diplomatic side,” Rolling Stone reporter 
Michael Hastings writes at one point. Hast- 
ings says in the piece the article was based 
in part on “several lengthy interviews” with 
McChrystal. 

Name-dropped in the story are several 
Washington bigwigs, among them Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton and US. senators 
John Kerry and John McCain. 

Press Secretary Robert Gibbs refused to 
describe how angry the president was about 
the piece, except to say: “You would know it 
if you saw it.” Gibbs also said “all options were 
on the table,” but the president made clear he 
wanted to speak to McChrystal first. 

In the article, McChrystal did not criticize 
Obama directly but called the period last 
fall when Obama was deciding whether to 
approve more troops “painful” and said the 
president was handing him an “unsellable” 
position. 

McChrystal also is quoted as saying he 
was “betrayed” by Ambassador Karl Eiken- 
berry, the man the White House chose to be 
McChrystal’s diplomatic partner in Afghani- 
stan. He accused Eikenberry of raising doubts 
about the reliability of Afghan President Ha-

At one point in the article, McChrystal 
jokes that he doesn’t recognize Vice President 
Joe Biden’s name. 

“Are you asking about Vice President 
Biden?” McChrystal says, according to the 
Rolling Stone piece. “Who’s that?” 

A decision on McChrystal’s future will 
be announced by the White House after 
Wednesday’s meeting, Gibbs said. 

A top military official in Afghanistan 
told The Associated Press that McChrystal 
hasn’t been told whether he will be allowed 
to keep his job. The official spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity to describe internal dis- 
cussions between Washington and the gen- 


McChrystal publicly apologized Tuesday 
for using “poor judgment” in interviews for 
the story. He then left Afghanistan to appear, 
as ordered by Obama, at the White House on 
Wednesday. 

So what does all this mean for the relation- 
ship between Obama and McChrystal? 

The comments put McChrystal in the posi- 
tion of undermining the president and his ad- 
ministration, whose policies he is tasked with 
carrying out. 

The controversy weakens both McChrys- 
tal and the president, experts say. It leaves the 
general having to fight for his post and Obama 
having to show strength over comments that 
make him look weak. 
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Obama is angry. The White House, which 
sometimes bristles at questions about the 
president’s emotions, made that clear. 

The article creates an undesirable impres- 
sion that the commander-in-chief and the 
general overseeing the Afghanistan war are 
not in sync. 

It also reinforces a long-held Washington 
stereotype that Democratic presidents have 
trickier relations with the military than Re- 
publican presidents. 

Obama has fought that impression, delib- 
erately or not, during his nearly 18 months in 
office, most notably by sending 30,000 extra 
troops to support the war effort in Afghani- 
stan—almost exactly what McChrystal had 
requested.

Reports: General could lose job

WASHINGTON President Obama rebuked his Af- 
ghanistan war commander for “poor judgment” 
Tuesday and considered whether to fire him in the 
most extraordinary airing of military-civilian ten- 
sions since Harry Truman stripped Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur of his command a half-century ago. 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal is prepared to sub- 
mit his resignation at a meeting with Obama on 
Wednesday at the White House, two military offi- 
cials said, speaking on condition of anonymity be- 
cause they were not authorized to speak publicly. 
The eruption comes as the war and public 


support for it are at a tipping point, a perilous 
time to change military leadership. A majority 
of Americans now say the war is probably not 
worth fighting, and Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates has said that public dissatisfaction means 
the US.-led international coalition must show 
progress this year. 

As support for the general drained in Wash- 
ington, the showdown was set to take place in 
two parts—as part of Obama’s regular monthly 
war meeting, in which McChrystal usually par- 
ticipates by video conference, and a separate dis- 
cussion with Obama in the Oval Office.

Wal-Mart ‘bonanza’ 


Daley says tax revenue, jobs would follow retailer to city

Mayor Daley on Tuesday applauded Wal- 
Mart’s offer to pay workers at Chicago 
stores at least $8.75 an hour, saying the re- 
tailer is showing it is willing to go beyond 
what it pays elsewhere in order to bring 
much-needed jobs and healthy food op- 
tions into the city. 

The pro-Wal-Mart stance by Daley 
comes ahead of Thursday’s key City Coun- 
cil Zoning Committee vote on whether 
to allow the retailer to open a second 
store within city limits following years 
of stalled expansion efforts.

Stanley Cup,

Professional sports haven’t played much of 
a role in the 40-year history of Chicago’s 
Pride Parade.

“This definitely breaks stereotypes,” said 
Richard Pfieffer, one of the organizers of 
the gay pride event. 

Previously, a baseball player, three foot- 
ball players and an umpire —all of them re- 
tired—have marched in the parade, Pfief- 
fer said. 

The Cubs’ participation was encouraged 
by new owner Tom Ricketts, who wanted 
the Cubs to be seen as “good neighbors,” a 
team spokesman said. 

While players from this year’s lineup 
wont be on the team’s float—they'll be 
busy playing the White Sox—Mr. Cub 
himself, Ernie Banks, will. 

Blackhawks defenseman Brent Sopel 
will be carrying the Stanley Cup in the pa- 
rade to honor Brendan Burke, the son of 
Toronto Maple Leafs general manager Bri- 
an Burke. Brendan Burke came out as a gay 
man shortly before dying in a car accident 
in February. 


City replacing some 
faulty vehicle stickers

Blagojevich heard on 
recordings wondering 
what he could leverage

It was two days before the 2008 election when 
then-Gov. Rod Blagojevich first heard future 
president Barack Obama had strong feelings 
about who he wanted to succeed him in the US. 
Senate. And almost immediately, the governor 
had a question. 

“What do I have a shot at getting?” Blagojev- 
ich asked his chief of staff on a call recorded by 
federal investigators. 

As his corruption trial moved Tuesday into the 
marquee allegation against the former governor— 
the alleged sale of Obama’s U.S. Senate seat— the 
jury spent a day listening as Blagojevich attempted 
to answer that question in rambling conversations 
with his chief of staff in the fall of 2008. 

With his Illinois political career a shambles, 
Blagojevich was watching as Obama realized 
Blagojevich’s dream of being elected to the 
White House. Left to salvage what he could, 
Blagojevich hoped to use his power to appoint 
Obama’s successor to catapult himself to a high- 
profile post in Washington or overseas. 

The new president could make him UN am- 
bassador, Blagojevich mused on the calls, or head 
of the US. Department of Health and Human 
Services. What was more important: commerce 
secretary or ambassador to India? he asked. 

“Td like to get the {expletive} out of here,” 
Blagojevich said of the state he had led since 
2003. At another point, he asked what cabinet 
posts “would not be stupid” to seek. 

Soon after these conversations, the govern- 
ment contends Blagojevich also began talking 
about leveraging the Senate appointment to land 
lucrative jobs out of the public sector as well. 

It was the jury’s first heavy day listening to 
key undercover recordings from the federal cor- 
ruption probe of Blagojevich’s administration. 
Prosecutors began secretly recording the gover- 
nor as he allegedly pushed to bring in as much 
campaign cash as he could before a new state 
ethics law took effect in January 2009, and the 
wiretaps continued as he allegedly tried to secure 
his post-governor future by leveraging the Senate 
appointment. 


Burge testimony concludes

Closing arguments are slated for Thurs- 
day in the federal trial of former Chicago 
police Cmdr. Jon Burge on charges he lied 
about the torture of criminal suspects. 
The arguments were planned for 
Wednesday after testimony concluded 
Tuesday in the 4-week-old trial, but late 
in the day US. District Judge Joan Lefkow 
announced the one-day delay because of an 
unspecified emergency. Burge is charged 
with perjury and obstruction of justice. 
The highlight Tuesday came when a 


court stenographer who took the confes- 
sion of Andrew Wilson after his arrest in 
the murders of two Chicago police officers 
in 1982 said he never saw any evidence that 
Wilson was tortured, though he did notice 
two injuries to his face. 

“Andrew had a scar over his right eye, 
and over the side of his right eye, it was 
swollen, puffy or whatever,” said Michael 
Hartnett, now a cable television executive. 
“I don’t recall seeing [burns].” 

Wilson died in prison in 2007 while serv- 
ing a life sentence for the killings, but his 


Miller Lite spill slows Edens

Asemitrailer truck carrying cases of Mill- 
er Lite rolled over on the Edens Express- 
way early Tuesday morning, temporarily 
blocking all inbound lanes, officials said. 

The truck struck a guardrail and a con- 
crete bridge support before rolling on its 
side about 3:15 a.m. near the Foster Ave- 
nue exit, scattering the hundreds—if not 
thousands—of cans of beer in the road, 
according to Illinois State Police. 

No other vehicles were involved in the 
crash and it wasn’t immediately known 
why the truck went out of control. The 


driver was taken to Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge, state police said. 
His injuries were not believed to be life- 
threatening. 

The truck lost most of its load, tempo- 
rarily closing all southbound lanes until 
crews cleared the roadway. Northbound 
lanes also were slowed due to a gapers’ 
block. 

State police could not immediately say 
where the truck originated, though the 
accident report noted that it was regis- 
tered in Gary. 

The truck’s destination was unclear. 


allegations against Burge—detailed in hun- 
dreds of pages of court transcripts from 
testimony years earlier—are a cornerstone 
of the government's case against Burge.

So it goes when players dent the net in the World

And just like the goals themselves, the celebrations 
range from tame to dangerous, from relatively routine 
to absolutely spectacular. 

What goes through players’ minds after they boot 
one past the keeper? RedEye turned to local experts — 
members of the Fire—for some outburst insight. 

First, you can never go wrong with the group hug. 
It’s a specialty of the Fire and, like many celebrations, 
it’s as much an expression of relief as it is joy. 

“I think [some] people have something installed 
{to celebrate more creatively], but at the time we get 
the goals, we’re just so excited, so relieved,” forward 
Patrick Nyarko said. 

Second, a celebration’s degree of difficulty varies, 
often depending on the game context. 

“It depends on the emotion of the goal,” forward 
Marco Pappa said. “All goals are exciting, but some are 
more special, like when we’re losing or are about to 
win a game.” 

When Pappa—much like players in the World 
Cup—gets really excited, he pulls out the cartwheel- 
roundoff-backflip sequence, like he did following his 
second goal against Colorado on June 9. 

“T do the flip because when I was a younger kid I 
used to do gymnastics, so when I’m excited I just do it 
to celebrate a goal,” he said.

Some of his teammates have complete faith 
he'll stick the landing, but others are holding 
their breath. 

“Tt’s hard to watch,” Nyarko said. “I don’t 
even look at it until he’s done. ... ’m not going 
to try it, ever.” 

After all, they don’t want Pappa to end up 
like Real Salt Lake’s Fabian Espindola, whose 
botched landing on a similar move in 2008 
sidelined him for three months with a bum 
ankle. 

Arlington Heights native and Fire forward 
Brian McBride, who has tallied 30 goals for 
the US. national team and played in three 
World Cups, keeps it simple. 
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“I find my celebration perfect for me,” he 
said. “I want to make sure I acknowledge God 
and Jesus and make sure I kiss my ring for my 
wife.” 

Although McBride plays it safe, he doesn’t 
believe in stifling creativity. 

“I think anytime somebody celebrates 
a goal you can see the passion come out in 
them,” he said. “So I don’t get tired of any of 
‘em. It’s fun when you see the unique ones. 
When you see something done the first time, 
it’s like ‘Oh, that’s hilarious! I think every- 
body gets to express themselves in different 
ways. I for one enjoy it.”

When it comes to goal celebra- 
tions, soccer players know they 
would be wise to follow the un- 
written rules.

Downed but not out 


Mexico secures spot in second round despite loss in group play finale 


RUSTENBURG, South Africa 
Uruguay secured the top spot 
in the World Cup’s Group A 
with a 1-o win over Mexico 
on ‘Tuesday, although the 
Mexicans still advanced to the 
knockout round at the expense 
of host South Africa. 

Luis Suarez scored the winner in the 43rd 
minute after running unmarked to the back 
post and heading in Edinson Cavani’s cross 
for his first goal of the tournament. Mexico 
advanced to the round of 16 thanks to better 
goal difference than South Africa, which beat 
France 2-1. 

Uruguay and Mexico went into the last 
group game sharing the lead with four points 
and needed only a draw to advance, but they

both fielded attacking 
lineups. Even so, the game 
yielded few clear scor- 
ing chances. Mexico and 
South Africa both finished 
with four points. 

“Tt leaves a bitter taste,” 

Mexico midfielder Ratfael 
Marquez said. “We're all unhappy with this re- 
sult and with today’s performance. We'll have 
to improve now.” 

Mexico coach Javier Aguirre preserved an 
attacking lineup that helped his team beat 
France 2-0 in its last game. Former Chicago 
Fire striker Cuauhtemoc Blanco, at 37 the 
oldest outfield player in the tournament, re- 
placed the injured Carlos Vela as Mexico re- 
tained its 4-3-3 formation. 


Uruguay coach Oscar Tabarez said he had 
been “bothered” by talk before the game that 
the two teams might play for a draw. “It’s an 
insult to the coaches and players,” he said. 

But the match mostly was subdued. Diego 
Forlan, who scored twice and set up another 
goal against the host nation, never sparkled, 
and the Mexicans fell short of the quality they 
showed against France. 

“We'll now attempt to regroup and recover 
and wait for our next rival, which we suppose 
is Argentina,” Mexico coach Javier Aguirre 
said of the team he expected to win Group B. 
“We'll put up a good fight.” 

Mexico indeed will play Argentina at 
1:30 p.m. Sunday in the knockout round, and 
Uruguay will face Group B runner-up South 
Korea at 9 a.m. Saturday.

Molly Brennan of 
500 Clown jumps 
down the rabbit hole 
at Lookingglass

With a bio that includes the seemingly incon- 
gruous phrases “award-winning actress” and 
“clown,” 39-year-old Molly Brennan defies 
expectations when it comes to, say, acting. 
And gravity. Known for physical comedy and 
risk-taking, the Jeff Award-winning Chicago 
transplant makes up a third of the avant-garde 
circus troupe 500 Clown, where she often 
portrays Kevin, a character she describes as 


“a superhero-supervillain version” of herself. 
Brennan also co-created the 500 Clown char- 
acter Madame Barker, who can be found host- 
ing bawdy variety shows around town. 

Jokes aside, Brennan has serious creden- 
tials: She trained in high school with Avner 
the Eccentric, an International Clown Hall of 
Famer (yes, such a thing exists). In college, she 
studied Shakespeare. These days, Brennan 
adds stilt-walker to her skill set in “Looking- 
glass Alice,” which returns to the Looking- 
glass Theatre under the direction of David 
Catlin for the fourth time since its premiere 
in 2005. In the show, fresh off a national tour, 
Brennan plays multiple roles, including the 
Red Queen. We caught up with her recently 
to see how things were shaking out.

How does ‘Lookingglass Alice’ showcase 
your talents? 

David Catlin is letting me do all the things I’m 
good at, like the improvisation that | do with 
500 Clown. The Dormouse has a lot of Kevin 
in her—she’s mischievous, a little stupid, a 

little sweet and a little naughty. | get to use my 
strength in the Tweedles and the Caterpillar. 
For the Walrus, which used to be a juggling role 
(and I’m not a very good juggler), | get to play 
my ukulele and sing. 


The Red Queen is this split personality, which 

is something | work a lot with. | do have strong 
vocal abilities, so when I’m delivering these 
long speeches about what it is to be a proper 
person in society, | have a carriage of nobility 
and high status. But then, as soon as something 
happens out of her control, | break out into this 
monster woman who's screaming and foaming 
at the mouth and barking like a dog. 


How do you train for roles like this? 

My cardiac resilience is from running. | do 
weight training and power squats with 40 or 
50 pounds for when Alice stands on my shoul- 
ders. And | use my bike as transportation, so | 
get incidental exercise just getting to places. 


You had an accident on tour—what 
happened? 

The Red Queen's first entrance is on this roll- 
ing ladder that goes up 10 feet. | have this 
enormous dress and there's another person 
underneath that’s rolling me around. A caster 
caught in a trap door handle onstage, and the 
whole apparatus—I’m attached to it; so it’s not 
like | could just jump free—fell backwards and | 
knocked two vertebrae out of place and had a 
lot of tissue trauma. Luckily, | was given great 
care to get all of my musculature back in order 
and my spine back in line. 


What's different about performing ‘Alice’ 

in Chicago? 

We were in these immense, 700-seat 
proscenium theaters [on tour]. In a smaller 
space—the Lookingglass stage is a black box 
that’s really versatile—you can have a lot more 
spontaneity because there’s not as much con- 
cern about casting the language or the look or 
the moment out and hearing it splash and then 
going, “OK, on to the next thing.” It can be a 
little freer than that, which is really, really awe- 
some and fun.

Early on in his latest spy caper “Knight and 
Day,” Tom Cruise flashes that billion-dollar 
grin and proclaims, “I’m the guy.” 

But is he? 

Cruise definitely is the guy who rang up 
$3 billion at the domestic box office since the 
early 1980s, making him one of the most en- 
during hitmakers in Hollywood history. 

He’s also the guy who veered into his own 
personal bizarro world in the past few years. 
His box-office returns soured, and he made 
some career choices which, while not disas- 
trous, were not the sort to restore a stumbling 
star to the audience’s good graces. 

With Cruise’s erratic behavior now a few 
years in the past, “Knight and Day’ is the first 
real test of whether the dashing idol of “Risky 
Business,” “Top Gun” and “Rain Man” has lost 
his appeal.

Risky Business 1983

“The short answer is, I hope not. Those 
challenges have been there, but I think he has 
moved past that,” said Chris Aronson, head of 
domestic distribution for 2oth Century Fox, 
the studio behind “Knight and Day.”

Sky” co-star Cameron Diaz. Known for a tire- 
less work ethic, Cruise hurled himself into 
action scenes that could have been handled 
by stunt men and continually added sponta- 
neous flourishes to his character, said “Knight 
and Day” director James Mangold.

The “I’m the guy” exchange was Cruise’s 
invention, Mangold said. Diaz’s June Havens, 
who restores classic cars for a living, has just 
had a near-fatal encounter with Cruise’s Roy 
Miller, a secret agent who might be a good guy 
or a rogue spy gone bad. 

When Roy reappears in her life, June stam- 
mers to her ex-boyfriend, “This is the guy.” 
Cruise riffs off that line and delivers a memo- 
rable moment as Roy beams and agrees, re- 
peating “I’m the guy” like a mantra. 

“None of that was written. It was just Tom 
overhearing her and just flowing, creating a 
vibe on the set,” Mangold said. “ ‘I’m the guy. 
Hey, I’m the guy. You realize on how many 
levels this was true. He is the guy in the mov- 
ie. He is the spy, he is the romantic lead who 
will sweep her off her feet. 

“He’s also just the guy: ‘I am’Tom Cruise, and 
Tam here, and I will knock it out of the park.’”

failed to live up to expectations. 

Already stung by weak returns for “The A- 
Team” and “Marmaduke,” Fox has scrambled 
to build buzz for “Knight and Day” with 
sneak peak screenings last Saturday in about 


500 theaters. The studio also moved up the 
release date by two days to Wednesday, hop- 
ing audiences will talk up the film and boost 
ticket sales through the weekend. 

Opening weekend often is a make-or-break 


deal, but this time it’s especially important for 
Cruise. He turns 48 next month, and while 
he retains his boyish good looks, it’s hard to 
maintain an action career at that age and be- 
yond, particularly with the personal baggage 
dogging him. 

In recent years the actor’s public image 
has been marred by his increasingly voluble 
support of Scientology and some baffling 
behavior in public. His 2005 couch-jumping 
spree on “The Oprah Winfrey Show” seemed 
merely odd—he was waxing romantic over 
his future wife, Katie Holmes—but his hos- 
tile appearance on the “Today” show, during 
which he criticized Brooke Shields for taking 
a postpartum antidepressant (a Scientology 
no-no), was harder to forgive. Such conduct 
appears to be what led to his split from Para- 
mount in 2006. 

Cruise rebuilt a store of goodwill beginning 
with his hilarious supporting role in “Tropic 
Thunder,” playing bald, foul-mouthed studio 
boss Les Grossman. Cruise reprised the char- 
acter at the recent MTV Movie Awards —rap- 
ping and dancing with Jennifer Lopez—and 
he’s planning to play him again in a big-screen 
spinoff. 

Chuck Walton, an editor for movie-ticket 
website fandango.com, believes Cruise’s past 
will not affect the performance of “Knight 
and Day.” 

“Enough time has passed, and he has tried 
to make amends,” Walton said. “This is sort 
of the perfect summer movie vehicle for him. 
T think most, if not all, is forgiven ... Look at 
Robert Downey Jr. He’s had plenty of things 
in the past and it hasn’t stopped him.”

Rose a great way to 
cool off in summer 


When Mother Nature turns up the heat, I cool down with rose wines. 

In my opinion, you cannot find a better style of wine during the 
summer, especially if you're sitting outdoors. Rose is usually served 
chilled, which makes it a refreshing thirst-quencher. But despite 
the rising popularity of dry rose wines in recent years, some people 
continue to put them in the same category as cheap and sugary white 
zinfandel and other blush wines that come in a jug. Just because a 
wine is pink does not mean it is sweet or less sophisticated. Many rose 
wines are crisp and dry, but they offer plenty of fruit flavors, ranging 
from pomegranates to strawberries to raspberries. An easy way to tell 
if a rose wine is sweet or dry is to consult the alcohol level listed on the 
label. An alcohol content of 11.5 percent or lower usually will indicate 
a sweeter style. 

Roses are pale red wines that are made from a wide variety of grapes 
in nearly every wine-making region in the world. The color depends 
on which grape variety is used and can vary from a barely pink blush 
to adeep cranberry juice hue. Roses also are very friendly with food. 
nl They often bridge the gap for grilled, smoked and marinated foods 
when a white wine is not bold enough yet the weather is simply too hot for a full-on red wine. 
Rose can step in and act like a red wine but will be a shade lighter and far more refreshing 
because it is served chilled. Rose wines are generally not meant for long-term cellar storage 


and should be consumed within a couple of years of release. Try these:
